NATO proposals contradict 
reciprocity principle 


Vienna, The 33rd round of the 
talks conlinues on Ihe mutual 
reduction of armed forces and 
armaments In Central Europe. A 
regular plenary meeting at the 
Hafburg Palace was addressed 
by the leader ol the Hungarian 
People's Republic delegation, 
J. Pel ran. He subjected to well- 
argued criticism Ihe proposals 
pul forward by NATO countries 
on April 19 this year. 

The Hungarian delegate poin- 
ted out that these proposals run 
contrary to the principles of 
reciprocity and renunciation of 
damage to the security of either 
side which were laid down as 
the foundation for the mandate 
at the Vienna talks. Despite this, 
the NATO countries are seeking 


to obtain one-sided advantages 
for themselves in all matters 
which have a direct bearing on 
lowering the level or military 
confrontation In the Centre of 
Europe. Tills Is shown in tho
